Priority

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claim in 
the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112 second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. The expressions "formula (I), (la) and (lb)" (recited in claim 1, page 20, line 3), 
"formula (VII)" (recited in claim 1, page 20, line 5), "formula (VI)" (recited in claim 1, page 20, 
line 8), and also "formula (V)", "formula (IV)", "formula (III)", and "formula (II)" etc that are 
recited in all other occurrences), render the claims indefinite because the claims do not itself 
define the invention but rely on external material and modern claim practice requires that the 
claim must stand alone to define the invention and incorporation into claims by express reference 
to the specification is not permitted (Ex parte Fressola, 27 USPQ 2d 1608). The omission of 
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failing to describe the claimed invention renders the claim incomplete. The claim should recite 
specific chemical formulas from specification as to how one of ordinary skill in the art would 
perform the various reaction steps in order to obtain the final product. It is suggested to rewrite 
the claims as an independent form including all of the limitations (chemical structures) of 
formula (I), (la) and (lb) etc in the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The superfluous word "new" (recited in claim 1, page 20, line 1) should be deleted.
